And  finally,  she  should  encourage  the  women  in  her  Chapter 
to  adopt  the  habit  of  setting  aside  some  portion  of  each  day  for  private 
devotions.

It  must  deal  Avith  all  of  life, 
not  only  that  part  of  life  which  is  within  the  organized  Church  but  with 
that  vastly  larger  area  which  is  sometimes  called  'secular.'  It  is  a  depart- 
ment of  Christian  living.  The  authority  for  this  is  found  in  the  life,  work, 
and  teaching  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  set  forth  in  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures. ' '
